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DETAILED ACTION 

The reply filed on 2/6/2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant has not properly elected the 
species. Applicant must choose one species for each component of the propellant, it 
appears that the propellant has 3 components: An example of an appropriate election 
is seen on page 10 of the specification, the first paragraph which indicates that the 
propellant comprises dimethyl ether, propene, and isobutane . The election/restriction 
has been repeated below. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply 
appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS 
from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME 
PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

Election/Restriction

(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product can be made by solvent 
processing. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Currently no claims appear to be generic to the following disclosed patentably 
distinct species: Applicant must elect species based on the propellant composition . The 
species are independent or distinct because they have different functions or different 
effects. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable 

5. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
